(Hi) inventions that were described in a distributed publication, or 
inventions that were made publicly available through an electric 
telecommunication line in Japan or a foreign country, prior to the filing of 
the patent application. 

(2) Where, prior to the filing of the patent application, a person ordinarily 
skilled in the art of the invention would have been able to easily make the 
invention based on an invention prescribed in any of the items of the 
preceding paragraph, a patent shall not be granted for such an invention 
notwithstanding the preceding paragraph.
